WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. — The 
government took a further step 
today toward alleviating the 
stringent credit situation among 
banke of the Northwest, the Presi- 
dent designating four officials to 
study the problem at first hand.

NO EXPLANATION 

Announcement of the orders to 
the Omaha and the destroyers was 
made both by the State Depart- 
ment and by Secretary Denby. No 
formal explanation was added by 
Mr. Denby to the terse statement 
that the ships were already moving 
teward Vera Cruz. It was learne, 
however, that further movements 
of the veseelse would depend on the 
action of Mexican rebel craft seek- 
ing to blockade Tampico. If Amer- 
ican merchant veseels are denied 
free passage into and out of that 
harbor, there can be no doubt that 
the Washington government is pro- 
| pared to take ferecul measures to 
| clear the path for them. 

Assembling of the fighting ships 
off Vera Cruz is viewed as a na- 
val demonstration designed to im- 
press Mexican insurrectionist lead- 
ers with the idea that warnings 
already sent them against inter- 
ference with American shipping are 
not to be regarded lightly.

HARBOR ALREADY MINED 

Mines already have been placed 
in Salina Cruz Harbor, the an- 
nouncement said, and information 
has been obtained that the harbors 
of Puerto Mexico, Vera Cruz, Fron- 
tera and other Gulf Coast ports 
controlied by De la Huerta also 
were to be mined. Ship captains 
were cautioned not to attempt to 
enter these harbors without the 
ald of pliota. 

So far as the reception of Amer- 
jean vessels at Vera Cruz is con- 
cerned, J. M Givarez del Castillo, 
now in charge of the Foreign Re- 
‘lations Department created by 
| Adolfo de la Huerta, the revolu- 
tionary chieftain, who arrived here 
today, asserted that they would be 
received “with the utmost cour- 
tesy and hospitality.” 

“Not only will every facility be 
afforded the senior officers in com- 
mand.“ he added, “to obtain infor- 
mation he may desire as to the 
safety of American interests, but 
also any suggestions offered by him 
in a friendly spirit will be similarly 
received, vided, of course, that 
euch involve — 1 infringement on 
Mexican sovereignty.” 

All ships Magruder win 
have at his disposal at Vera Crus 
when the Omaha and the destroy- 
ers arrive are among the fastest 
and most modern light vessels in 
the Navy. All can maintain a speed 
of around thirty knote in any nor- 
mal seaway and for a short dash 
any of them is capable of virtually 
thirty-five knots. 

CARRY AIRPLANES 

Both the Richmond and Omahe 
carry scouting planes and launch- 
ing devices for aircraft. Each 
ship also carries a small detach- 
ment of marines. 

The immediate task before Ad- 
miral Magruder at Vera Cruz will 
be to re-embark the 278 men of 
the crew of the wrecked cruiser 
Tacoma, now ashore at that place 
under rotection of American 
Consul Wood. Officials here do not 
anticipate that the Mexican lead- 
ers in control of the city will mo- 


lest these men. 
Arrival of the Prometheus will

Reports today showed that Capt.

The ship was 
maintaining radio telephone com- 
munication with shore using stor- 
age batteries, although her flooded 
engine room silenced her high- 
power wireless apparatus.

SOME PAINTINGS 
BY MATTEO SANDONA 


When one comes upon such an 
exotic name as Matteo Sandona at- 
tached to a collection of paintings, 
one instinctively seeks for tempera- 
mental affinities that are not in 
the least Nordic. The syllables 
sing of the south—its warmth, its 
color, it perfume. One looks for 
sunny skies, not snowy fields, Mat- 
thew, Matteo—the difference ex- 
tends all the way from the Arctic 
Circle to the equatorial line. 

But Matteo Sandona, who is ex- 
hibiting twenty-two portraits and 
figure studies in the Cannell- 
Chaffin galleries now and for some 
weeks to come, is, as a matter of 
fact, not quite so Italian as he 
sounds, either in painting or in 
personality. Too, he lives and 
paints, not in Los Angeles of the 
south, as you would naturally ex- 
pect, but in San Francisco of the 
north. However, in spite of all 
these puzzling contradictions—in 
spite of the havoc with your pre- 
conceived notions—he was born in 
Italy and educated in art there. 
coming to this country when he 
= * years — 

doesnt look so ve many 
years older than that oom but he 
must be a few, since, though he 
couldn't speak a word of English 
when he arrived, uses it with 
something of a southerner’s fluency 
and all a northerner’s precision. 
Which is another blow to our pet 
theories, for Italians are not gen- 
— credited with linguistic fa- 

y. 

But to the sensitive artist any- 
thing may happen, and so San 
Francisco took Matteo Sandona in 
hand and had its way with him. 
This is not saying that it has hurt 
him either as a man or as a paint- 
er. On the contrary, the driving 
fogs and whistling winds have al- 
most buffeted him into blondness 
—he's now a happy mixture of 
north and south, a true American 
the art atmosphere” 
San Francisco has modified the 
exuberance of his color without 
impairing its vitality. 

The exhibition is composed of 
an equal number of portraits in 
Oils. figure paintings and pastel 
portraits. My first impression re- 
mains my last—this young Italian. 
no doubt, will always seem “young” 
to those who meet him, though 
in pqjnt of fact he has painted in 
San Francisco and Paris for the 
last twenty years—is essentially a 
painter.

are more or less charming accord- 
ma | as they are more or leas color- 
ful. but the painted portraits re- 
veal the man in his true power.

These can 
vases are handled in somber tones, 
allowing the artist to concentrate 
on character and values, without 


the embarrassment of a difficult 
color scheme. They make a re- 
markable pair.

Then there are 
pastel drawings of women and 
children. These are frankly drawn 
to please the sitter as well as the 
painter.

a little saucy, and in the case of 
a pink-cheeked, blue-eyed baby— 
perdon the feminism—altogether 
adorable. A mother could scarce- 
ly fall to enjoy such a souvenir 
of her child. Some pastels of 
Japanese ladies are among the 
most sympathetic of the draw- 
ings. 

There remains one picture 
which differs in character from 
the rest, though it seems to me de- 
rived no less from Sandona’s work 
among the debutantes, than from 
his very deep study as a painter.

Archibald Mclean was a Scotch 
Highlander from Prince Edward 
Island, Canada, of the David 
Livingstone type. His rugged in- 
tegrity, rich humor, warm genial- 
ity, quick wit and heérioc unselfish - 
ness, with extraordinary mental 
power, rare spiritual insight and 
indefatigable energy, would have 
won him distinction in any age 
and among any people. He was 
the missionary pioneer, prophet 
and crusader of the religious body 
known as the Disciples of Christ. 
He commissioned and sent out 
their first missionaries to non-

Thie is the greatest commu- 
nity. You are in the center of the 


opment in the world in this terri- 
tory that we call the Pacific South- 
west. We grow, we plant, we move, 
we market an agricultural crop ev- 
ery week in the year. 

There ts no problem in these 
districts that is not your problem, 
no success that does not contribute 
to your success. There is no pleas- 
ure throughout that whole territory 
for which you do not pay a part 
of the damage and, therefore, it 
comes to pass that the best thing 
that you or I can do, whether busi- 
ness man or banker, is to recog- 
nize that fact and lend an attentive 
ear and hand to cope with the 
problems of these outlying districts. 
They ere going through a Grisis 
and they need attention and co- 
operation to make the great San 
Joaquin Valley yield ite full worth. 
In the great San Joaquin Valley 
there are 161,000 landowners and 
60,0060.000 acres under cultivation. 
The San Joaquin Valley lies in the 
twilight sone between here and the 
city of San Francisco. and the city 
that occupies this land and rende 
it assistance will own and contro 
the financial and industrial policy 
of one-half of the potential future 
of this great future State. 

This is what we are fighting for. 
The San Joaquin Valley has been 
passing under yoke this last year. 
It raisin situation has almost 
broken its heart and back. A pro- 
duction increase in five years from 
125,000 tons to 250.000 tone with- 
out adequate machinery to handle 
the situation. A price that has 
dropped from 15 cents to 5 cents a 
pound. They have put into their 
association $2,000,000 of new mon- 
ey, which did not nearly cover the 
demand. Whatever the association 
advises it can adequately pay as 
the seasons roll by. The Gan Joa- 
quin Valley is good if the State of 
California is good, and the State 
of California is good. but they are 
entit to your understanding, 
sympathy and ald in every project 
that affects ite integrity. 


THE IMPERIAL VALIEY 

At the other end of the State we 
have the Imperial Valley. If you 
do not know it intimately you 
ought to know it. Down there in 
twenty-one years men have made 
out of sunshine and sand and 
courage a paradise with 560,000 
population, $50,000,000 assessed 
valuation, $60,000,000 in agricul- 
tural output by no one enterprise, 
but in a combination of enterprises. 
The Imperial Valley has gone un- 
der the yoke. The men who had 
gone in there and realized immenre 
profits left there, and they left 
there leaving a black-and-tan col- 
lection of races to occupy the vel- 
ley, If it had not been for the 
great effort and resourcefulness it 
would have been lost to the white 
races entirely. 

However, today the owners of 
the land are going back and sett- 
ling on that land. They have not 
solved all of their problems. Six- 
teen overheads, sixteen separate 
sets of officials and engineers and 
administrators, are back broke due 
to overhead charge. They financed 
themselves to seven and one half 
million dollars, they coped with 
problems that you would not un- 
derstand. They faced the drain- 
age problem with two and one half 
million dollars to foot the bill, they 
faced the Colorado River problem. 
T Impertal Valley ia not going 
to drowned out overnight. 

BEATING BACK 

The Imperial Valley is beating 
its way back, but it needs your un- 
derstanding and help. These com- 
munities appeal to your intelligence 
and for your support. They are 
a throw-back agriculturally and 
industrially to the day of large land 
holdings in this great State. The 
farmers of the wonderful Santa 
Maria Valley, without water, 
spending half of their time on 
their knees praying for rain, and 
up in the wonderful Oxnard Valicy 
they face the same sort of situa- 
tion. The renters on that land are 
slowly starving to death for water 
for irrigation. Their problem will be 
met if the business men, the real- 
tors, the bankers of this commun- 
ity understand and assume and 
perform their full duty in these 
premises. Now. these problema 
that IT am talking about in these 
agricultural districts come under 
three general heads.

Corps in Schools 


Gen. Morton Lauds Support 
Given Study Here 


Says Clover Field Hindered 
by Poor Facilities

the Pacific Coast in the number 
of military training departments 
connected with Tts educational in- 
stitutions, according to Maj.-Gen 
Charles G. Morton, commanding 
general of the Ninth Cor Area, 
with headquarters at the 0, 
San Franciscc. 

Gen. Morton, who ts a guest at 
the Ambassador, is now in the city 
to inepect the mijitary training 

echools here and fll remain for 


» several days. Yesterday he visite 


the Clever reserve aviation field 
near Santa Monica, and he hopes 
to Inspect the training departments 
of all the eleven schools that give 
here before his de- 


parture 

“Tl was very favorably tmpressed 
with the enthusiasm displayed for 
aviation at Clover Field,” sald the 
— “and I regret I can't say 

much for the field itself. I 
—— that there are between 190 
and 200 men receiving training in 
aviation, ma of — had ex- 
perience as air pliots in the war. 
With the equipment and facilities 
at his disposal Lieut. Mosely, who 
is in command of the field, is doing 
wonders. 

“The equipment at Clover Field 
is entire:y inadequate for the work 
being done. There are no housing 
facilities, no water and lighting 
systems and only four planes. 
where there should be a dozen. I 
was informed that Clover Field ir 
one of the points of attraction to 
the people of Los Angeles, thou- 
sands of visitors going there every 
week to see the maneuvers. The 

place would be even more attrac- 
tive with a few improvements to 
take care of visitors, no provision 
having as yet been made in this 
res 


FACTORY cCIrrenp 

“The people of Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica, who appreciate the 
importance of having this field lo- 
cated in their vicinity, have been 
very kind in their endeavors to 
remedy the situation. Of course, 
it in a government: project and the 
United States ought to appropriate 
the few thousand dollars neces- 
sary to improve this field and make 
it one of the best on the Coast.” 

Gen. Morton also mentioned the 
Douglas airp!.ne factory which is 
located near Clover Field. 5 

“T learned that the factory. 
which employs some forty men, 16 
now at work night and day on the 
planes to be used in the proposed 
fight around the world under the 
auspices of the United States 
Army.“ he sald. “I was surprised 
at the high grade of machines be- 
ing turned out by this factory, its 
output being equal to that of any 
factory in the country. Incidental- 
ly, this is one of the only two alr- 
plane factories west of Chicago, the 
other being located at Seattle.” 

Speaking of the military train- 
ing being carried on by the schools 
here which is under the supervi- 
sion of Col. E. W. Clark of the 
United States Army, Gen. Morton 
said this city is to be congratulated 
upon the enthusiasm for this work 
shown by the citizens. The instt- 
tutions which have training de- 
partments are the Los Angeles, 
Lincoln, Hollywood, Manual Arts. 
Polytechnic, Jefferson, Franklin, 
Gardenia and Long Beach high 
schools, Loyola College, Harvard 
Military Academy and the Univer- 
sity of California, Southerp 
Branch. 

GUARD PRAISED 

“The number of young men now 
taking military training at these 
echoola aggregates about 3000,” 
said the general. “That is a bet- 
ter showing than in any other city 
on the Coast and, in fact, I be- 
lieve there are few cities in the 
country where so much interest is 
displayed. A period is devoted 
daily in each institution to military 


science and evolutions under com- 


petent instructors.” 
In this connection Gen. Morton 
took occasion to express his appre- 


ciation of the support of military 


training given by the superintend- 
ent of schools here, rs. Susan 
Dorsey, stating that the superin- 
tendent had always taken a keen 
interest in this branch of educa- 


tion and has rendered the military 
departments every encouragement 
and aid 


In addition to what Is being done 


to keep up interest in military af- 
fairs in the schools, the genera! 
stated that the California National 
Guard is also contributing largely 
in this direction. 


“One of the most efficient units 


of the guard, the One Hundred and 
Sixtieth Regiment, commanded by 
Col. Story, is located here, about 
a third of ita membership being 
in the city and the rest in the 
surrounding towns, he said. “The 
men are keeping in excellent train- 
ing and there is no difficulty in 
maintaining a full quota.”

EIL OF A WINTER HIKE 


Boy Scouts Make Long Tour of the Back Country; Nearly 
Find Selves Marooned by Falling Snow 


— — — — 


Senior 

Behool being out earlier than 
usual Beldon Lidyard, and I, both 
Polytechnic High School students 
and members of the Boy Scouts of 
America, troop No. 62, decided to 
take a winter hike Into the back 
country. 


Bright and early on the morn- 
ing of December 16, we hit the Ar- 
royo Seco trait to Barley Flats. The 
firet three miles were level and 
only enticed us to walk faster in 
order to hit the higher pots above. 
Our wieh soon came true as we 
started up the sewitchbacks to 
Switzer’s Camp. We did not stay 
long in Switser's ase we were itch- 
ing to olimb «still higher into the 
mountains. 

After tramping up the canyon 
for one mile we came upon the Wa- 
terman ranger station and here we 
ate our tunch. After the repast and 
a Üttle renewed energy we again 
put on our packs and hit the 
much harder trail, three miles to 
the divide of the West Fork of the 
San Gabriel River and the Arroyo 
Beco. The sun was just lowering 
iteelf behind one of the near-by 
peaks a» we at length stood on top 
"hie divide. 

From the divide the trails branch 
and, as with the rest of the hike, 
we took the much harder trail 
four miles to the top of Barley 
Fiats 

Much panting and harder work 
Was our portion of this trail. The 
top is visible from the divide and 
with this in view it did not take us 
very long to find ourselves at last 
near camp. Barley Flats is t- 
uated on the top of a high ridge 
and has but one Spring, near which 
we camped. We spent the night 
peacefully, excepting for the visita- 
tion of a skunk. This skunk did 
not visit long as we saw to it that 
he made his visit shorter than 
usust. When we awoke the next 
morning we were greeted by some 
sixty-hour clouds. That is, we were 
greeted by some clouds that meant 
rain within sixty hours. Althouch 
this put a slight crimp inte our 


hopes we gathered new hope that it. 


would be at least forty-eight hours 
before the storm commenced. With 
the coming of the storm as a start- 
er we started down the four miles 
from Barley Flats to the head of 
Short-Cut Canyon. We made the 
four miles in record time and then 
continued down the next mile to 
the upper reaches of the Big Te- 
junga Creek. At the creek we real- 
ized that winter was at last setting 
in for the creek contained about 
an inch covering of ice. The trail 
from this point to Pine Flats, a 
distance of about three miles, is 
upward. The upward grade did not 
. with our plans of hiking and 
were forced to rest frequently 
the way. All hard things

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ridge as we found ourselves at Pine 
Flats. Proceeding to the ranger 
station, about a mile further on, 
we were amazed to find it only 2 
o'clock, : 

After a consultation we decided 
te proceed to nino, Chilao is 
about three miles further on and 
the trall lay along the creek banks 
of the Hast Fork of Alder Creek. 
ine Flats is at the head of thia 
creek. but the downhill stretch 
here is hardly noticeable until one 
strikes up over a semali divide be- 
fore coming upon Chilao. 

There was nothing at Chilao to 
invite us to camp there «o we de- 
cided to proceed off the main®trail 
a distance of six miles to Loomis 
Ranch. This aleo proved to be a 
very easy trall for the first four 
miles until we dropped abrubtly 
off of the ridges into the canyon 
of the main and north forks of the 
winding Alder Creek. There are 
places on this section of the trail 
where 50 per cent grades are main- 
tained in order to get onegoff of 
the ridges in a hurry. at least that 
is the only reason that we can see 
for the steepness of the trail. 

Loomis Ranch ils situated at the 
junction of the north and main 
forks of Alder Creek and is on a 
rather level area. The owners of 
the ranch, Col. Loomis and his 
wife, are very congenial people and 
well known throughout the county. 
Col. Loomis was at one time the 
Chief of Police of Los Angeles. The 
ranch has been going for the las 
twelve years and boasts of such 
conveniences as hot and cold wa- 
ter, a shower, excellent plumbing 
and almost anything that a ranch 
in the back country could have. 
Our camping period at the ranch 
was rather limited or we would 
certainly be there yet. At 10:30 
o'clock the next morning we started 
up over the same trail we came 
down on and found K a much 
harder climb than we had expect- 
ed. In fact it was so hard that 
it took us nearly three hours to 
zo two miles. Once uv on the ridge 
we lost no time in setting out on 
the “comparatively level trail.” 
The first place of interest is 
Wright's cabin. This is a little 
rustic mountain cabin which has 
just been rebuilt due to its being 
demolished by two big pine trees 
which fell during a recent storm. 
We camped that night at Pine 
Flats, where we met up with four 
other hikers. There were very 
few people up in this region at this 
time of the year and seeing the 
hikers made us rather high in spir- 
its. 

The clouds by this time had at 
last gathered together and now 
they tay in an almost unbroken 
blanket over the stars and biue 
horizon. We went to bed at $% 
o'clock with a pup tent over us. 

The atmosphere was sharp and 
we huddled closely together in our 


bianketse until we went fnat asleep. 

bout r we were 
hikere and told that the snow was 
falling fast and that if we wanted 
to get out of the mountains be- 


the 


fore the next year we had better 
start stepping. Thies hit us sud- 
denly and „ out of our tent, 
we investigated the startli news, 
Sure enough the grou was 
covered with about an inch of 
snow and it was falling fast. We 
arose in a hurry and were dressed 
in three minutes. In another twen- 
ty-five minutes the other two hik- 
ers and ourselves hit over the ridge 
from Pine to the Big Tejunga. 
The snow stopped soon after we 
hit the ridge and started down the 
other side, but we hit something 
worse; rain. 

The rain increased | until 

ain were on the low lying banks 
of the Big Tejunga. Here the oth- 
er two hikers informed us that 
they were going to continue down 
the Big Tejunga and finally end 
up in Acten, via neh 
and Pacifico Mountain. Ot course 
thie let us out of their company 
immediately, and while they 
started down the Big Tejunga, we 
wert up the mile slope to 6 top 
of Short Cut Canyon. 

Short Cut Canyon might sound 
like a hort cut, but to us it was 
not. The rain and darkness both 
joined forces to make the four 
miles down Short Cut Canyon to 
the West Folk Ranger Station the 
most disagreeable four miles of 
our hike. The rain seeped grad- 
ually through our shirts and to our 
skin until we were really swim- 
ing*in water, that is literally. The 
four miles ended at last, but we 
found ourselves in a position that 
had not confronted us heretofore 
on our hike. 
get dry wood? 

We needed dry wood as we were 
soaking wet and to go to sleep 
on the wet ground as wet as w 
were meant almost sure discom- 
fort. But the dry wood could not 
be found that night and we went 
to sleep on the rain-soaked ground 
with nothing but a piece of canvas 
between us and mud. 

Awaking early in the morning 
we were delighted to find clouds 
dividing and the sun appearing. 
We found some fairly dry boxes 
not far away and set to work to 
bulld a fire and dry out. After 
drying out we took a repast of 
boulllon soup and started up the 
very steep three miles to another 
divide. This three miles seemed 
very mueh longer because we were 
tired and the trail wound around 
the mountain side in an almost 
endless chain before it finally hit 
the top. From the divide the trail 
goes down another very steep slope 
to Sturtevant Camp. 4 rather 
hungry-looking mule seemed to fol- 
low us at the divide and kept close 
behind us until we lost him at 
Sturtevant Camp. Sturtevant 
Camp is situated at the upper 
reach of the Big Santa Anita Can- 
yon and is situated midst many 
mountain pines. The last ten miles 
of our trip lay down this canyon, 
through one camp after another 
and finally hitting the ridges for 
the last five miles. It was the last 
five miles that wore us out. We 

been going downward ever 
since leaving Pine Flats and our 
feet were beginning to feel the 
effects of this downward trend. 
The trail as it near Sierra Madre 
is very wide and rough and con- 
sequently was hard going, but at 
last we were on the car and rest- 
ing comfortably. 

It is indeed a m h

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BASKETBALL 


THE FIRST PRACTICE GAME 


Tf possible, a boys’ basketball 
team should get some high school 
or college basketball player to 
help them along with their game— 
especially the first few practices.

Work .over 
uses certain sets of muscles and underuses 
others. It leads to congestion in certain 
areas and anemia in others.

had become active in organizing his race in 
the North. 

He was a remarkable orator, and when 
William Lioyd Garrison heard him he at 
once called him into the service of the 
Anti-Slavery Society as a speaker. Doug 
lass traveled widely after that, even going 
to England where he received much atien 
tion as a “graduate of the peculiar institu 
tion, his diploma written on his back.” He 
took great interest naturally in the move 
ment to enlist Negroes as soldiers and did 
a large part of recruiting for the 
Fifty-fourth Massachusetts, of which 
Robert G. Shaw becathe colonel.

Outside, the news of the passing of the 
amendment was told to the city by the firing 
of 100 guns. To nobody was the news more 
welcome than to Lincoln. The measure, he

Before an amendment becomes a law, how- 
‘ever, two-thirds of the States mast ratify 
the act of Congress. Lincoln did not live 
to see the Thirteenth Amendment fully rat 
fied, although he did live to know that it 
would be done. He had no doubt, indeed, of 
the fact from the time that Congress passed 
the bill, and from now on, he :gave 
much attention to the problem of helping the 
freed men adjust their lives to their new 
situation, to finding them employment, train- 
ing them to self-control and self-help. He 
was much more concerned about educating 
them to take care of themselves than he 
was in securing them the suffrage. He was 
particularly sympathetic with the plans for 
the Freeedmen’s Bureau, and if he had lived 
he undoubtedly would have been its continu- 
ous and intelligent adviser and supporter. 
As it was, however, his relations with the 
colored people were most helpful and friend- 
ly. He saw to t that they were recognized 
in many ways. A troop oc colored soldiers 
attended him at his secon. inaugural. By 
his invitation, Frederick Dougless was & 
guest at the inaugural reception, where Mr. 
Lincoln greeted him heartily as “my friend 
Déhglass.” The colored people were never 
wrong in believing him their friend, and one 
can confidently say that i? he had lived, the 
task of adjusting them to a freedman’s life 
would have been easier for them and 
both North and South.

A CONSERVATIVE ‘STATEMENT OF FACTS. *BY HENRY W. 
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HE University of California (poultry 
Es division of the college of agriculture) 

has issued Circular 264 on the “Influ 
ence and Commercial Values of Artificial 
Lightine to Increase Winter Egg Produc 
tion.“ like much of the literature on the 
subject it is conservative in its statements 
and clearly shows that artificial lighting ix 
not “the whole thing“ in the scheme of 
profitable egg farming. While it gives valu 
able information on the installation and 
management of artificial lighting, the fine 
distinction it voices on the influence of 
good hen performances and the physical 
manifestations of birds subjected to artifi- 
cial lighting is of more value to the com 
mercial poultry man. For instance. it 
pointedly calls attention to the fact that 
in winter the hours of daylight are short a» 
corhpared with the hours of darkness, while 
during the spring and summer seasons the 
reverse is true. At the University Farm at 
Davis, it is pointed out, the average time 
of daybreak during the short winter months 
is 7 am,, and the average time when fon! 
E80 to roost at night is 5 p.m. During the 
winter, cherefore. laving fowls must spend 
approximately fourteen hours on the roost 
Only ten dasylicht hours are then lefi to 
them in which to exercise and consume suf 
ficient feed to (1) take care of their body 
neds during the long night period and (2) 
supply food materials for the manufactur. 
ing of 

The capacity of « hens crop being lim 
hed, she cannot, during the winter months, 
ill it before going to roost with much more 
than enough food to nourish her body dur 
ing the long hours of darkness. Very lit 
tlhe is left to be manufactured into erg 
Extended experiments and field observe 
tions have demonstrated that artificial light 
ing will stimulate egg production, provided 
the flock is intelligently fed. By increas 
ing the lighted hours to compare wih spring 
und summer conditions the fowls are given 
more time to exercise and eat and less time 
ix spent on the roost 

Investigations * conducted at Davis and 
other stations have shown that winter pro- 
duction can be increased to as high as 50 
per cent by artificial lighting. The hen be 
gins to respond to such lighting within a 
week or ten days and the full effect is 00. 
tained in about three weeks. A maximum 
production can then be expected to continue 
into early March. At that time there is like 
ly te occur a slump in egg yield 

Artificial lighting appears to increase 
winter production at the expense of spring 
production, but the annual production of the 
flock is not necessarily increased. The prin. 
cipal value of the practice is that it in 
duces an increased production in winter 
when ens are hich in price. Hence, with. 
out any increase in annual production, arti- 
ficial lighting will result in greater money 
returns 

lt has been assumed that (1) a laying 
hen does not need any more sleep and rest 
m winter than in summer to keep in good 
health and (2) the only reason for her 
epending «a longer time on the roosts in 
winter is because there are more hours of 
darkness. Experiments and practical ex- 
perience prove quite conclusively the sound- 
ness of these assumptions because the use 
of artificial lighting for fourteen hours a 
day has not been found in any way injuri- 
ous to a hen's health and vigor it simply 
exerts «a stimulus on production by length- 
ening the working day so that the hen can 
eat and exercise more. it does not over 
stimulate or force in the sense that a drug 
does it is, therefore, not injurious to 
either pullete or hens 

The concensus of opinion among breeders 
and investigators is that it is desirable to 
use artificial light only with pullets and 
hens producing eggs for market and not 
“ith breeding docks. It is held that if 
the breeding fowls are allowed to build up 
their strength through the winter period, in 
preparation for a large yield of hatching 
eges in spring, much beer hatches and 
stronger chicks wil' ‘« obtained, because 
their vitality will na have been reduced 
by a rather long period of heavy production 
preceding the hatching season. 

In hatching tests made of eggs set be- 
tween December 20 and March 20, breeding 
Henke that were given artificial light from 
5 am. to daylight each morning, beginning 
December |, gave SJ per cent fertility, and 
52 per cent of all the ees set hatched, 
whereas flocks that were given no artificial 
light gave ds per cent fertility, and 71 per 
cent of all eges set hatched 

The use of artificial liehting in Califor- 
nia may begin as early as October 1 and 
should be discontinued in ihe spring when 
day breaks — 4 early o render lights 
of no further alne in stimulating produc- 
tion

regulations, as well as methods of judging. 
For the most part these are still more or 
less local in character. though it is to be 
hoped that at no distant date we shall have 
something more general and of national ap- 
plication at all shows. Only in this way 
will uniformity in handling egg exhibits be 
possible 

At the late Seattle show the following 
conditions of entry and methods of judg. 
ing were observed: The entry fee was 25 
eents per dozen: all eggs entered hy 


the property of the association exhibit 
were divided into six classes, viz: Brown 
shelled Extras, Firsts and Pullets, Whit« 


shelled, the same, extras must weigh twen 
(y-four to twenty-six ounces to the dozen: 
firsts must weigh twenty-four to twenty) 
five ounces to the dozen: pullets must 
weigh nineteen to twenty-iwo ounces to the 
dozen; eggs weighing more or less than 
these weights are not eligible. 

Judging was done according to the fol 
lowing regulations and scale of points: 

Size—One point will be cut for each 
ounce over or under the required weight 
in any class. The weight is very important. 
for score is controlled partly by size 

Shape Two-thirds of a point allowed for 
each egg. it perfect in shape 

Shell—-Texture, free from 
rough piaces, but more particularly weak 
points, blind checks and other blemishes 
Eges should not be cracked. One cracked 
egg to disqualify the exhibit 

Condition-.-Free from dirt and stain and 
unwashed. No eggs to be considered which 
are unfit for human consumption 

Uniformity of size—Uniformity largely 
controls appearances and all eggs should 
be the same size. Very small or extra lars 
eggs not classed as first grade. 

Uniformity of shape All eggs to ve the 
same shape. 

Uniformity of color—-If white, eggs to be 
pure white, free from dirt. it brown the 
color may be any shade, but should be uni 
form. 

The scale of points embodies Size, 29 
shape, 3: uniformity in color, 4; uniform 
ity in size and shape, 5; shell texture, 5, 
condition of shell, 8: quality (by testing) 
and size of air cell, 25, and opaqueness, 25.

He recommends feeding tour 
pounds of the grain mixture to each. 1% 
full-grown fowls of the lighter breeds, in 
the morning and six pounds at night. Other 
observations follow. 

The heavier breeds may take a heavier 
feeding in proportion. A careful watel 
should be kept to see that the hens con 
sume an amount of mash equal to that of 
grain. This mash should be always kein be 
fore the flock in hoppers. It is best to heep 
the laying hens a trifle hungry rather shan 
to overfeed. Overfeeding results in „e. 
ous physical and digestive troubles which 
reduce egg production. The grain should 
always be fed in small quantities and often 
rather than putting out the entire grain 
ration at a single time. This permit< the 
birds to gorge themselves and allows som 
of the grain to lay about and become foul 
The grain, too, should always be fed in 
straw or similar clean litter to force strenw 
ous scratching to get itt. This system pro 
vides sufficient exercise to prevent the hen.» 
from becoming too fat.

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A Neglected Market 


ARKETING problems are engaging the 

attention of agricultural and hortical- 
tural producers in Southern California as 
never before. It has come home to nearly 
everyone that the effort put forth grow- 
ing fruit or field crops is but a “leap in the 
dark,” unless an equal amount of attention 
be paid to the business of marketing what 
is produced. And that brings to mind «a 
complaint that is heard regularly every 


“Why is it that I can buy better Calltor- 
nia oranges back home than I get right 
here in California?” asks the eastern tour- 
ist. Why is it. indeed? It is safe to say 
that about everyone who ever came to 
Southern California from across the Rock- 
jes and bought fruit at the average store or 
stand has wondered the same thing. A - 
tle thinking, of course, makes the answer 
quite obvious; a little investigation makes 
it more so. Practically all of the best 
oranges go Bast; the poorer stuf! is um 
loaded at home. It is a practice that 
seems to be followed in principle in many 
sections of the country and in relation to 
many products, 

It may be that the plan can be justified, 
on a dollars-and-cents basis, at least, in re 
spect to some crops in some places, but 
there is a big question as to the wisdom 
of the scheme, in so far as the marketing 
of oranges in Los Angeles and other South- 
ern California cities goes. The average per- 
son coming to this section for the first time 
feels an almost childish eagerness to see an 
orange actually growing on a tree and to 
buy fruit right here in the climatic para- 
dise where it grows. It is a distinct dis- 
appointment to pick up the second-grade 
fruit handled by most places, yet countiess 
thousands have had that experience and 
have received a more or less unfavorable 
impression of California and Californians as 
result. 

The whole point of the argument for a 
reform in this detail of the citrus-marketing 
program (from the same old dollars-and- 
cents point of view, of course,) js the fact 
that this home market is so large and s0 
full of possibilities. Los Angeles, itself, is 
_ a eity of around 1,000,000, and that without 
counting in the huge army of annual visit- 
ors from every other State in the Union. 
Manufacturing interests from all over the 
United States have thought enough of this 
community as a market alone to establish 
industrial and distributing plants here. The 
horticultural and agricultural interests of 
the Southland, however, appear to have 
been a bit too prone to vision all their mar- 
keting possibilities as being far away some- 
where and to overlook the fact, obvious to 
s0 many others, that discriminating buy- 
ers of the kind they were trying to appeal 
to are coming right to their doors In an exo- 
dus unpredecented in history. 

It would seem (just as the tourists say) 
that one ought to be able to buy the best 
oranges grown right in Los Angeles. It 
seems likely, too, that, if the marketing 
agencies were to take this thus-far mistak- 
en assumption as a cue and act upon it, 
they might build up a strictly local business 
of such magnitude that it would figure as a 
real factor in the section's citrus returns.

The findings set forth in Chart III. ac 


cording to the University men show that 
the lighter a young tree is pruned, the great 
er will be the circumference of the trunk. 
There is ‘a correlation between circumfer- 
ence and top and roots and where the trunk 
is larger, they declare, the top and roots 
are larger. Light pruning is conducive to 
stockiness in young trees, it is pointed out. 

The above data, 
bulletin form will be of help to all in the 
starting of young trees and in pruning older 
trees. It indicates that the severe system 
of cutting back the tops each year causes 
the tree to waste its energies in regaining 
the wood cut away and that development is 
thereby retarded. 

STARTING YOUNG TREES 

In starting young trees, pruning should 
be reduced to a minimum. It is essential 
to obtain a framework with the least 
amount of heavy cutting. Therefore, care. 
ful work should be used from the start in 
order to keep from growing limbs and 
branches which later have to be cut off. ° 

The newly planted tree should be cut 
back twenty-four to thirty inches. A 
framework of three main limbs should be 
established during the first year by select- 
ing shoots while they are several inches 
long, these being spaced at intervals of sev- 
eral inches and at angles of 120 degrees 
with each other. Dyring the first fall, the 
shoots should be cut back about four to 
five feet from the ground and excess small 
branches should be thinned out. With the 
old system, the practice was to cut the 
framework limbs much more severely, re 
tarding growth of the tree. 

During the second year the framework is 
mereased by obtaining five to six main 
leaders, about two to each of the three 
limbs. This is accomplished by the select- 
ing of shoots dyring the spring months for 
the leaders and the suppression and elimi- 
place. The dormant pruning during the 
second year should consist of a light thin- 
ning.

ARIZONA‘CROPS SHOW 
GAIN IN ACRE VALUE 
PHOENIX (Ariz.)—That the average acre 


value of Arizona's ten leading crops is stead- 
ily increasing is shown by a recent crop 


Crop Reporting Board. Corn, wheat, oats, 
barley, grain sorghums, hay, cotton, pota- 
toes, sweet potatoes and dry edible beans 
are the crops shown to have thus revedled 
valuation gains. 

The greatest gain in any single c was 
found in cotton, the value of the 1923 crop 
being $14,000,000, as compared with 7.000, 
000 in 1922. The acreage planted to cotton 
last year was estimated to be 128,000 acres, 
from which there is a crop forecast of 83, 
000 bales. The total value does not include 
cotton seed, of which there is an estimated 
total of 40,000 tons in prospect.

inches from front to back at the top. 


The anvil should have a steel face and 
should weigh around 100 to 150 pounds. It 
would be better to use a piece of raiircad 
iron as an anvil rather than one made of 
cheap cast iron. Place this anvil on a good 
block with the horn toward the forge. The 
face of the anvil should stand at a distance 
of about twenty-six inches from the floor. 

A steelfaced vise of a size that will 
stand considerable heavy hammering and 
abuse should be chosen. In mounting this 
vise, set the jaws at a convenient height for 
both hammering and filing work. 

In buying tongs, it is well to purchase the 
type with a grooved jaw, as these will han- 
dle both round and flat stock. Sizes to han- 
dle one-fourth, threeeighths and one-half 
inch will take care of most farm jobs. 
About a one and three-fourths ball peen

It is proposed to give serious considera- 
tion during the coming year to the or- 
ganization of an inter-county association 
of citrug growers to carry forward the edu- 
cational problems of the industry. The or-

as a means of promoting organization in- 
terest, expects to continue the annual Cit- 
rus Institute meeting and the annual Pest 
Control School. 

Mr. Rounds says that an analysis of the 
problems confronting the industry will be 
made. Demonstrational activities conducted 
in co-operation with the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service will include schools for 
pruning, treatment of trunk and root dis- 
eases, and in arching, and field demonstra- 
tions on tree numbering and orchard 
charting, irrigation, operation of - orchard 
heaters, and care of orchard heating equip 
ment.
